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The  population  covered  in  this  report,  termed  'release  to  the  street  population',  includes  any  criminally 
sentenced  inmate  released  to  the  street  from  a  Massachusetts  Department  of  Correction  (DOC)  facility  as 
well  as  DOC  inmates  released  from  other  correctional  f acuities  (jurisdiction).  Under  this  definition, 
DOC  inmates  released  from  Massachusetts'  Houses  of  Correction,  other  states'  correctional  facilities 


and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Prisons  during  2011  are  included  in  the  population.  The  population  described 
in  this  report  includes  the  following: 

*  Criminally  sentenced  inmates  released  via  parole  or  expiration  of  sentence  to  the  street. 


Introduction 


Inmates  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Correction  (DOC)  are  released  to  many  different  communities  throughout 
the  state  and  in  some  cases  outside  of  Massachusetts.  This  report  is  a  statistical  look  at  the 
communities  criminally  sentenced  inmates  releasing  to  the  street  via  parole  or  expiration  of 
sentence  intend  to  reside  after  their  release1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  report  communities  may 
refer  to  counties,  cities,  towns  or  municipalities  and  locations  outside  of  Massachusetts.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  there  was  a  substantial  decrease  in  releases  to  the  street  from  2010  to 
2011.  This  decrease  is  reflected  throughout  this  report.

In  the  calendar  year  201 1,  there  were  2,281  inmates  released  to  the  street,  which  was  a  decrease 
of  446  (16%)  from  201 0.   This  decrease  was  driven  by  a  reduction  in  male  releases,  1.588:

Twenty  percent  of  the  total  population  reported  a  release  address  located  in  Suffolk  County.  The 
greatest  percentage  of  female  releases  were  to  Middlesex  County  (24%),  followed  by  Worcester 
(18%)  and  Essex  (17%)  counties.3  The  greatest  percentage  of  males  were  released  to  Suffolk 
County  (24%),  followed  by  Hampden  (17%)  and  Worcester  (11%)  counties.  An  examination  of 
the  concentration  (the  rate  per  100,000  residents)  of  releases  to  the  street  presents  a  slightly 
different  outcome  with  Suffolk  County  having  the  greatest  concentration  at  63  followed  closely 
by  Hampden  County  with  62,  then  Worcester  County  with  38.
